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Dairy Cattle Production in College Herds 


By H. P. Davis, Department of Dairy Husbandry, University of Nebraska, Lincoln, Nebraska 


has gone on for many centuries. Probably the great- 
est stimulus toward that end has been the develop- 
ment of Advanced Registry testing in the United States. 
As a result of such testing, cow testing associations, and 
private herd testing, dairy cows have been developed that 
produce quantities of milk and butterfat that would seem 
almost unbelievable to earlier generations. In this de- 
velopment, the men in charge of dairy herds at the state 
colleges of agriculture and the state experiment stations 
in the several states have played an important role. Fre- 
quently handicapped with poor or mediocre foundation 
animals and often limited in funds for the purchase of 
sires, nevertheless the production of college herds as in- 
dicated by the highest record animal in the different age 
classes of the different breeds has increased to a high 
level. While the average figures for all cows in the herd 
were requested, not as many were received as had been 
hoped for. The tables are based upon reports furnished 
through the courtesy of the men in charge of dairy herds 
at the different institutions. In this comparison it is 
realized that certain herds because of accident, disease, or 
for other reasons, do not appear in true light. This must 
be taken into consideration by those studying the tables. 
It must also be recognized that some institutions have 
several animals in a certain age class above the leading 
animal at another institution. 
The previous study of college herds made as of March 
1, 1922, had represented only twenty-four institutions. The 
present study represents the condition as of January 1, 
1925 and represents only living animals on that date, 
owned by forty-two of the state colleges of agriculture. 
All animals are arranged according to their butterfat pro- 
duction.

Holstein 


Of the forty-two institutions that replied to the ques; 
tionnaire, thirty-eight reported Holstein cattle, the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, the Mississippi A. & M. College, Uni- 
versity of Florida, and the Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
reported no Holstein records and are presumed to have 
no Holsteins. 

The Holstein cow that has the highest record both 
in the class five years of age or over and in the class over 
ten years of age is Grace Konigen, bred, owned and de- 
veloped by the Montana State College. Her record of 
32,294.4 pounds of milk and 1,051.89 pounds of butterfat is 
the highest ever made by a cow of any breed owned by a 
state college or experiment station. Several institutions 
have developed Holsteins that are now dead that produced 
over 1,000 pounds of butterfat, including the University of 
Idaho and the University of Nebraska. The Massachusetts 
Agricultural College owns the only other living aged 
college Holstein that has produced 1,000 pounds of butter- 
fat, Countess Chloe having a record of 29,803.6 pounds of 
milk, 1,022.15 pounds of butterfat. These institutions may 
be well be proud of developing such cows. 


Of the 38 institutions reporting Holstein cattle, thirty- 
three report animals in the mature class, two above 1,000 
pounds of fat; four above 900 pounds of fat; twelve above 
800 pounds of fat; fifteen above 700 pounds of fat; twenty- 
four above 600 pounds of fat; twenty-eight above 500 
pounds of fat. The average of the 33 cows in the mature 
class is 21,003.5 pounds of milk, 701.40 pounds of fat. In 
1922 the average for 22 cows was 20,382.5 pounds of milk, 
695.70 pounds of fat. 

Senior four-year-olds are led by Idaho Segis Lily, 30,- 
015.3 pounds of milk, 953.11 pounds of fat, owned by the 
University of Idaho. Incidentally she is one of the two 
living college cows that have produced above 30,000 pounds 
of milk. In this class two cows produced above 900 pounds 
of fat. three above 800 pounds, seven above 700 pounds, 
ten above 600 pounds, and fourteen above 500 pounds of 
fat. Altogether there are twenty entries int his age group. 
The average is 18,127.4 pounds of milk, 621.89 pounds of 
fat. In 1922 the average for 19 cows was 17,221.2 pounds 
of milk, 568.5 pounds of fat. 

In the junior four-year-old class, the University of Cali- 
fornia owns the leading cow, California Pietertje Bloom 
Mead 28,236.1 pounds of milk, 1,004.62 pounds of fat. She 
is one of the three living college Holsteins that have pro- 
duced above 1,000 pounds of fat. There are four cows 
that have produced above 800 pounds of fat; five above 
700 pounds of fat; nine above 600 pounds, nineteen above 
500 pounds of fat, out of the twenty-seven entries. The 
average production of the cows in this class is 16,734.65 
pounds of milk and 572.00 pounds of fat. Nineteen junior 
four-year-olds in 1922 averaged 16,244.5 pounds of milk, 
557.70 pounds of fat. 

Three-year-olds in the senior division are led by Rosa 
Segis Johanna owned by the Oklahoma A. & M. College 
with a production of 24,313.7 pounds of milk, 864.36 pounds 
of fat. In this class there are twenty-six entries, six of 
which have produced above 700 pounds of fat; ten above 
600 pounds; and seventeen above 500 pounds. The aver- 
age production for this age is 16,673.84 pounds of milk, 
576.64 pounds of fat. The eighteen senior three-year-olds 
in 1922 averaged 15,271.8 pounds of milk, 514.0 pounds of 
fat. 

The University of Nebraska with Varsity Piebe Corina 
leads the junior three-year-old class with a production of 
21,514.5 pounds of milk, 759.56 pounds of fat. Of the 
twenty entries in this age group, four are above 700 pounds 
of fat: seven are above 600 pounds of fat; thirteen are 
above 500 pounds of fat. The average for the twenty is 
16,467.9 pounds of milk, 552.32 pounds of fat. Seventeen 
cows in this class in 1922 averaged 15,426.2 pounds of 
milk, 529.90 pounds of fat. 

California Pietertje Bloom Mead owned by the Uni- 
versity of California leads the senior two-year-olds with a 
production of 19,985.5 pounds of milk, 722.27 pounds of fat. 
Two are above 700 pounds of fat; nine are above 600 
pounds, eighteen are above 500 pounds of fat, out of thirty- 
one entries. The average of the thirty-one is 15,248.3 
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pounds*of milk, 512.59 pounds of fat. In 1922 the nineteen 
cows in this class averaged 15,172.7 pounds of milk, 514.17 
pounds of fat. 

In the junior two-year-old class, Ohio Maudine Ormsby 
owned by the Ohio State University stands first with a 
production of 22,049.2 pounds of milk, 782.39 pounds of fat. 
Two cows in this class have produced above 700 pounds of 
fat; six above 600 pounds of fat; eighteen above 500 
pounds of fat. The thirty-one entries average 14,664.0 
pounds of milk, 503.26 pounds of fat. Twenty-two junior 
two-vear-olds averaged 13,111.8 pounds of milk, 447.21 
pounds of fat in 1922. 

Grace Koningen, owned by the Montana State College 
leads the ten-year-old class with the same record that 
she led the mature class, namely 32,294.4 pounds of milk, 
1,051.89 pounds of fat. Only twelve entries are recorded 
in this class which would indicate that comparatively few 
cows are given an opportunity to make official records 
when they reach ten years of age. 


In the Holstein classes, 188 cows are represented and 
their average is 17,008.83 pounds of milk, 577.43 pounds 


of fat. In 1922, 136 cows were reported averaging 16,162.8 ~ 


pounds of milk, 547.73 pounds of fat. If the herds of the 
colleges that reported an animal in each age class are to 
be listed on the basis of the average production of the 
seven Class leaders, the University of Nebraska ranks first 
with an average of 21,520.2 pounds of milk, 778.88 pounds 
of fat. Tabulation of the herd averages as given in the 
reports shows the University of Nebraska in first place 
with 22 cows showing an average of 18,144.7 pounds of 
milk, 652.80 pounds of fat. Comparatively few reports 
were made giving the herd average and frequently the 
number of animals included was not given. The herds 
are listed according to fat production without reference to 
the number of animals included. An institution can well 
be proud of a lower fat average on a greater number of 
animals. Age was not taken into consideration at all in 
this average and very likely younger animals in certain 
cases reduced the average. 

Taken as a whole, the Holstein breed is well developed 
in the state colleges and experiment stations and the in- 
stitutions and their constituents may well be proud of the 
state herds.

which Holsteins have on the 

West, is the fact that at the re- 
cent American Royal Livestock Show 
in Kansas City there were as many 
herds of Holstein Friesians repre- 
sented as there were of Jerseys, 
Guernseys and Ayrshires together. 


It was the first time the American 
Royal (started in 1899 as a national 
show for Hereford cattle only and en- 
larged in 1900 to include Shorthorn 
cattle) has made provision for a com- 
plete showing of dairy cattle. Ample 
quarters were provided by the man- 
agement and good cooperation was 
given by the state and national organi- 
zations back of the leading dairy 
breeds. In addition to the usual four 
strictly dairy breeds there was a good 
showing of milking Shorthorns and a 
gratifying share of the liberal attend- 
ance evincing a marked interest in 
the kind of cattle that “pays at the 
pail.” 

Another year we would like to see 
the judging of dairy cattle started 
earlier in the week (not later than 
Tuesday) and carried along with the 
judging of beef bred cattle and draft 
horses, where the big rural audiences 
(which kept the ampitheater filled 
comfortably daily, between the packed 
houses which country and city gave 
the night shows) could watch the 
placings in whatever classes their in- 
terests lay. The accessibility of the 
American Royal show building, its 
well nigh perfect lighting, heating, 
ventilation and seating and friendly, 
liberal policies of the management is 
going to render a great service to the 
cause of dairy cattle improvement and 
understanding and now that dairy 
cattle have become a part of the show 
it is proper their partisans take steps 
for a full enjoyment of the facilities 
offered. The American Royal definite- 
ly has passed the stage of a three or 
four-breed beef cattle show; it is an 
all-embracing livestock exposition 
which this year required about 80 
show and sale classes to cover the

event, some of the show classes hav- 
ing as high as 33 separate rings to 
judge. Hundreds of calf club, lamb 
club and pig club workers come here, 
from a dozen states. Their interest 
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and education is not to be overlooked, 
And certainly it would not be com- 
plete without a full opportunity at 
every feature of the dairy cattle show 

In the Holstein show there were 4 
classes. The prize money (exclusive 
of specials) was $1,440. This was 
hardly as liberal as the provision for 
the other dairy breeds, for the fiye 
had a total of $8,055 in prize money. 
Holstein breeders put up the biggest 
show of all, with very fair standards 
maintained in all classes. It can go 
right on growing, for the superinteng. 
ent, Glenn G. Davis of Columbia, Mo, 
has the confidence and cooperation of 
all. He fits mighty well into an or. 
ganization which has been 25 years ip 
building up from a one-breed start 
and to the maintenance of which g 
number of pretty active leaders ip 
their respective lines each year haye 
set apart two weeks or so of their 
time to be devoted strictly to this 
show.

information that will be a guide to the owner in selec- 

tion and in successful constructive breeding. Prac- 
tically, however, every record has its commercial side, 
whether it be the cow testing association or any of the 
several different divisions of the Advanced Register. 
While the primary purpose shculd be to supply informa- 
tion for the guidance of the owner, the question of selling 
surplus animals is one that comes up in every well-man- 
aged herd in the course of a few years. 

Just in proportion as the commercial side of testing 
becomes dominant is there the tendency and temptation 
to “beat the game” wherever possible in order to give the 
cow all the credit that can be secured for her, whether she 
actually is entitled to it or not. It is for that reason that 
it has been found necessary to surround our Advanced 
Registry testing with the most careful rules and_ safe- 
guards against the efforts of the very small percentage 
of unscrupulous individuals associated with the dairy in- 
dustry. The whole industry has to bear the cost of these 
safeguards as an expense to the whole testing proposition, 
but they are not as expensive as it would be to try to 
make the record without adequate safeguards. In that 
case the value of the records would be largely destroyed 
through loss of public confidence in them and all of the 
money put into the testing work would be largely wasted. 

Cow testing association work has been designed pri- 
marily for the guidance of the herd owner in furnishing 
him with the information to enable him to cull his herd 
intelligently and to eliminate the unprofitable producers. 
With the growth of the cow testing association idea, there 
has inevitably come the commercializing of the records 
on a considerable scale in the sale of cows for dairy pur- 
poses. Purebred owners during the past few years have 
gone into cow testing association work much more ex- 
tensively and are demonstrating every day the practical 
merits of our purebreds in every-day herd production. That 
these records are highly regarded by the buying public 
was proven in the grade cow sale at the National when 
many individuals of our breed sold from $200 up to $325 
each. A sale of purebred Holsteins in Ohio recently came 
to our attention, where the only records appearing close 
up in the pedigrees of the offerings were cow testing asso 
ciation performances. This herd had made an outstand- 
ing showing, hanging up the highest herd average in Ohio 
cow testing association work for both 1923 and 1924, with 
averages well above 15,000 lbs. milk and 500 lbs. butter- 
fat per cow on twice-a-day milking. The records had no 
official status and were so described in the catalog, but 
all of the females in the herd of milking age, seventeen 
in number, made the unusual average of over $272. no 
less than eight of them bringing from $300 to $500. These 


Tint theory of all testing for production is to furnish 
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records ran up to nearly 900 lbs. butter and 22,009 Ibs 
milk—exceptional performances on twice-a-day miiking 
and the cows must have looked the part in order to have 


‘commanded these prices. We are strengthened in this 
belief by the fact that the highest priced animals in the 
sale, a three-year-old heifer, just ready to freshen, had 
never made a record but was a sister to many of the high 
record heifers in the sale and was from a dam with a 
C. T. A. record above 20,000 Ibs. milk. We mention these 
facts as evidence that whether we like it or not, there 
must be a commercial side to our cow testing association 
work as well as our testing for the Advanced Register. 

The development of this phase of cow testing assogi. 
ation work is going to force the adoption of some recog- 
nized herd test plan by our dairy breed associations. It 
appears to us to be inevitable. The way breeders have beep 
turning to the cow testing association during the past 
few years is a significant indication of the kind of a test 
the industry is now demanding in increasing numbers. The 
trend of the market demands and the prices that are being 
paid on the basis of cow testing association records proves 
the existence of the commercial side of these records 
against which the cow testing association system is power. 
less to protect itself without adding restrictions that wil] 
necessitate expense to a degree defeating the fundamental 
purpose and idea of this type of test work. 

The answer seems very clearly to lie along the line of 
a herd test which will be a sort of modification and com- 
promise between the cow testing association and the pres. 
ent semi-official long-time test. It will probably have to 
cost somewhat more than the cow testing association rec- 
ord but breeders of purebred animals will be glad to pay 
the slight extra cost in order to get records with an of- 
ficial status. That this is a point worth considering was 
indicated by the report of the Ohio sale referred to ear- 
lier. While the cows sold extremely well, the vearling heif- 
ers out of those cows and carrying nothing but official 
records in their pedigrees failed to bring prices at all 
commensurate with the prices of their dams, few of them 
exceeding the $100 mark and many going at from $60 to 
$80 apiece. While it is possible that the sire of these 
yearlings had done some damage in the herd. and was not 
getting individuals that promised to equal their dams, it 
seems rather logical to conclude that in the case of the 
cows the buyers could see before them the great practical 
producers ready to go right home and make high produce- 
tion records, while in the case of the yearlings there would 
always be the weakness of no records carrying any offi- 
cial status or recognition for the dams. 

We believe that the right sort of a herd test plan, de- 
veloped under the auspices of gur Advanced Registry De- 
partment will prove immensely popular with our breeders 
and immensely valuable to the breed in the increased 
number of cows and heifers that will be subjected to a 
production test. This is one of the fundamental problems 
facing our industry today. Its companion problem is that 
of working out an effective and satisfactory method of 
recognizing type along with production in some form of 
selective registration. The future progress of the breed 
and the prosperity of the industry is very closely wrapped 
up with these two propositions. 


Don’t Neglect Registration 


ECRETARY HOUGHTON has sent out to an extensive 
S list of breeders, who have done business with his of- 

ice within the past few years a letter calling atten- 
tion to the importance of registering animals promptly. 
Among the points made by the Secretary in favor of early 
registration were the securing of a full appraisal in the 
case of cattle condemned for tuberculosis, the confusion 
that might result in trying to straighten out the herd 
records if the one carrying identification in mind should 
be suddenly taken away; also the advantage of having the 
certificates on hand to exhibit to customers and for prompt 
delivery after a sale is made, and, finally, to avoid the 
payment of double fees which is no small item each -year 
in the business of the Association. 

There are strong arguments in favor of maintaining 
the registration of herds. Mr. Houghton well expressed the 
matter in the following language: 

“It is well to bear in mind that the Holstein-Friesian 
cow is inevitable. Milkecannot be as profitably produced 
with other breeds. There are fifteen million grade and 
purebred Holsteins in the United States. The breeding 
of first-class seed stock necessary to maintain type and 
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production, and for improvement in the twenty thousand 
urebred herds, and to meet the demand for stock and 
milk to meet the requirements of one hundred and ten mil- 
lion people, will always afford a remunerative opportunity 
for owners of purebred herds.” 

Doubtless there are breeders, who have been with- 
holding the registration of the younger animals in their 
herd on account of a doubt in their minds as to whether 
the expense was justified. They have seen good grade 
cows sell for about as much money as the ordinary quality 
of purebreds and they have been sort of marking time 
with their purebred proposition. 

Our advice to such breeders would be to register only 
such animals as possess merit enough so that you your- 
self would want to buy them if you were in the market 
for animals of that age. Certainly, that is a fair test 
and those animals which fail to pass it ought to be dis- 
carded and never registered as purebreds. If every breed- 
er would apply this test intelligently in making application 
for the registry of his animals, the improvement in the 
preed within a few years would be almost beyond belief. 

The advice given in the heading to this article ought 
to work both ways—don’t neglect registration but give it 
vour best thought not only in those of your animals which 
vou offer for registration but also those which you discard. 
And there are very few herds which would not be bene- 
fitted by the strict application of this rule.

She has done consistently better each year, 
reaching the heighth in 1925 as a fourteen-year-old of win- 
ning grand championship at one of our major sectional 
shows. In 1922, she won third at the Waterloo Cattle 
Congress, being a member of the first prize get of sire. 
She also won fourth at the National and second in the 
senior division of the Advanced Registry class. In 1923, 
as a twelve-year-old, she placed fifth at Iowa State Fair 
and took second at the Dairy Cattle Congress, winning first 
in the senior division for Advanced Registry cows. In 
1924, she took her first grand championship, taking this 
honor at South Dakota State Fair and the Mississippi 
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Valley Fair and Exposition at Davenport. She was second 
at the Iowa State Fair, fifth at Minnesota State Fair, just 
got in the money at the Cattle Congress, although taking 
second in the class for Advanced Registry cows, but placed 
way up to third at the National and second for senior divi 
sion of Advanced Registry cows. This past season, at four- 
teen years of age, she has one of the best records in strong 
competition that can be credited to a cow of the year. 
She was first prize aged cow, senior and grand champion 
and first prize Advanced Registry cow at the Waterloo 
Cattle Congress. She duplicated her grand champion 
winnings of last year at South Dakota State Fair and the 
Mississippi Valley Fair at Davenport. She was second 
prize aged cow at the National Dairy Show in the class 
which produced the grand champion female and she was 
first prize senior A. R. cow.

We have seen Lady Johanna Aaggie 
Fayne in each of the four years she has been shown and 
in none of the four years has she shown the bloom that 
she has displayed during the past season. 

She is a daughter of Sir Johanna Fayne, the bull upon 
which the Iowana herd was founded. To say that Lady 
Johanna Aaggie Fayne is a credit to her sire and to the 
Iowana herd is a mild statement of a self evident fact. 
Before starting her show ring career, Lady Johanna Aaggie 
Fayne demonstrated her usefulness in the dairy by mak- 
ing a yearly record of 20,599.3 Ibs. milk, 894.22 Ibs. butter 
at the age of nine years. If she improves in production 
to the same extent she does in type as she goes along, she 
ought* to hang up a mark above 1,000 lbs. fat within the 
next year or two. 


A Pennsylvania View 


E WISH to say again that Holstein breeders who are 
W wise will continue to support the Holstein-Friesian 

Association of America rather than any new or in- 
surgent organization. No argument should be necessary 
to show the wisdom of sticking to the old and 
tried organization, but since the argument of cheap- 
ness has been put forward for a new one let us 
answer that. Suppose that five per cent of the 
breeders of Holstein cattle desert the old Association 
and record their cattle’ in the herd-book of a 
new one—five per cent is a liberal estimate. When the 
time comes to Sell cattle to other breeders is it wiser to 
have cattle eligible to enter the herds of 95 per cent or 
the herds of only five per cent? Is it cheaper to record 
cattle in the recognized herd-book and have a market for 
them or to record them in an outlaw herd-book and have 
no market, or a very limited one, for them? The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America is a competent or- 
ganization, with a long record of.square dealing and a fine 
reputation for protecting breeders and public against 
fraud of every kind. Stick to it if you intend to continue 
to breed Holsteins.—Editorial in National Stockman & 
Farmer, Penna. 


Holstein Troubles 


An editorial in Western Breeders Journal, Portland, Ore 


NCE AGAIN a small group of malcontents are at- 
QO eemmtins to make trouble for the Holstein-Friesian 

Association of America. It is apparently the inten- 
tion of this group to form a new registry association in 
competition with the one already established. 

The precise excuse for this action is not very clear 
but it seems to us an obviously silly and futile thing to 
do. Even were there just cause for dissatisfaction if 
should be plain that success could not attend such a 
course unless it were possible to completely destroy th: 
old organization, and that is entirely beyond the bounds 
of possibility. Two rival registry associations operating 
at the same time would result in so much confusion and 
would be so utterly inimical to the best interests of the 
breed that it is simply unthinkable. It would mean the 
sure decline of the black an: white breed throughout the 
country. We can’t think of an expression that would ad- 
equetely describe the intellectual status of a Holstein 
breeder that would favor such a sure-death course. 

The present association has at its head one of the 
most distinguished statesmen in the country, who is a 
man of clear vision and balanced judgment, and under- 
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stands as well as anybody the fundamentals of democracy. 
The association is built upon sufficiently democratic lines 
to permit majority rule. If there is anything the matter 
with the present administration, or with present policies, 
an intelligent and level-headed minority can convince the 
majority and open the way for orderly change. 
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It is inconceivable to us that this recalcitrant group 
should make much headway. The movement should, and 
probably will, die a quick death. We don’t know a Hol. 
stein breeder in the Northwest who is in any danger of 
succumbing to secession propaganda. But it is better to 
be fore-warned. Loyalty still has its value. 


Further Tributes to Edward A. Powell 


I am sure we shall all feel keenly the great loss through 
Mr. Powell’s death. 

I first met Mr. Powell about the year 1882. He, with 
Mr. L. T. Yeomans, Mr. Judson Smith, Mr. T. B. Wales, Jr., 
and others, called a meeting of a few of those that had 
evinced some interest in the Black and White cow in the 
Central West. This meeting was held at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel in Chicago. Like the hotel, practically all 
of those in attendance are gone. 

Smith and Powell had an exhibit at the Fat Stock Show 
on the Lake front. This show is now known as the Inter- 
national Livestoci: Exposition. I attended the show. Neth- 
erland Prince and Lady Fay were in the Smith and Powell 
string; and I shall always remember the influence the 
meeting and this show had on me. 

T. B. Wales, Jr., held a sale at which Smith and Powell 
bought the daughter of Mercedes at over $3,000.00 and I 
added four imported heifers to my herd of three or four 
purebreds. I only speak of this to show that Mr. Powell 
took no small part in the development of the breed in 
the Central West. 

I have known Mr. Powell intimately for over forty 
years. I have always admired him for his many good 
qualities, chief among them was his ever-lasting faith in 
our breed. We have not always agreed on all matters, but 
I never doubted his sincerity of purpose and can’t recall 
having ever met any one that did. He had the same, keen 
interest in the breed of late that was shown twenty-five 
or thirty-five years ago when his firm was importing a 
large number of cattle. 

I last saw him at his home. He was too ill to be out, 
but was as anxious as ever to discuss matters of interest 
to the breed. 

His activities through the 80’s and early 90’s meant a 
great deal to the breed in those years. Taking into con- 
sideration his many years of service to the breed, I find 
it difficult to call to mind a man that has done more for 
the Black and White cow than Edward A. Powell.

Edward A. Powell has passed on at an age ripe in the 
number of years, but with a mind and spirit that age 
had never affected in the sense of becoming “an old man”. 
He was a fine example of the fact that an individual is as 
old only as one’s mind and attitude towards oneself and 
mankind becomes. The things that Mr. Powell stood for 
as a citizen of our country are the things that our in- 
stitutions are founded upon and in that sense, his name 
will long be remembered with deep affection though his 
presence be gone. I think that I have never known a man 
whose keen interest in everything that was taking place 
in the world of business, science, literature, and in his 
special occupation of animal husbandry, increased to such 
an extent with advancing years as did his.

INHERITANCE OF TWINNING 

Prof. Robert H. Lush, of the Kan- 
cas State Agricultural College, has 
rrepared an interesting paper on the 
inheritance of twinning in a herd of 
Folstein cattle. It is based upon 
the herd history of the Holsteins at 
Kensas State Agricultural College and 
the following summary is interesting, 

1. From the data available from 
two sources it appears that twins oc. 
eur in 98 per cent of the births of 
deiry cattle. 

2. Twins occur more frequently in 
» Holstein breed than in other dairy 
reeds at the Kansas Experiment Sta- 
tton, The twinning percentage of this 
‘erd is 8.84 per cent. or nearly five 

mes as high as for the other dairy 

-2eds in this herd and nine times 

high as for the dairy cows in the 
total of figures given by Gowen and 
White. 

There is a tendency for twinning 
occur more often in certain fam- 
s than others. One out of every 
five cows bred to a certain sire pro- 
dnueed twins. The bringing together 
of the hereditary factors for twin- 
ning of Hengerveld De Kol in this sire 
is probably responsible for most of 
the twinning. 

4. The influence of the | reeding of 
the dams is noticeable in the produc- 
t‘on of twins, but is not so important 
©s that of the sire. 

5. The age of sire and of dams, 
season of year, and producing ability 
of dams appear to be negligible factors 
in the production of twins. 

6. On account of the smallness of 
the progenies from individual matings, 
it was not possible to identify the fac- 
tors responsible for twining in these 
eases, nor even to establish that these 
factors were Mendelian. However, the 
observed facts agree with the hypothe- 
sis that these factors are distributed 
in a Mendelian manner.

PRACTICAL CREAMERY SHORT 
COURSE AT SOUTH DAKOTA 
COLLEGE 


The Creamery Short Course offered 
by the Dairy Department of State Col- 
lege will begin January 5th and end 
on March 25, 1926. 

The course is designed primarily 
for those who wish to go into cream- 
eries, cheese factories or market milk 
plants, as buttermakers, cheese mak- 
ers, or market milk operators. 


The Dairy Department at State Col- 
lege is well equipped to give this 
training. It is one of the comparative- 
ly few dairy departments in Agricul- 
tural Colleges, which is carrying on in 
a commercial way. This fact gives 
the student an opportunity to observe 
and benefit by the problems which al- 
ways confront a commercial plant. 

The subjects offered in this course 
are studied from approved text books 
and the laboratory work is designed to 
train students in the technique of all 
operations. 

An elementary course is given in 
bacteriology. This is designed mainly 
to impress upon students the necessity 
of cleanliness, therefor the work is 
made as practical as possible. Most 
of the work consists of laboratory 
work supplemented by lectures. 

The course also includes training 
in elementary bookkeeping, and the 
judging of dairy cattle. Several lec- 
tures are given by recognized authori- 
ties on subjects closely allied to dairy- 
ing. 

The prospects for a good attendance 
this year is very encouraging. A 
number of inquiries have come to the 
department from prospective students 
from several states.

A RECORD OF PROGRESS 


Federal Land Banks Show Tremend. 
our Growth and Strength 


One of the most noteworthy de. 
velopments of the last decade hag 
been the rise of the Federal Land 
Banks to a position of power, infly- 
ence and service to Agriculture. Their 
statement of September 30th reveals 
the great strength attained. 

According to this statement, the net 
mortgage loans totaled $989,960,218.89, 
while the total assets reached the im- 
pressive sum of $1,059,486,378.11. The 
capital, which is steadily growing, 
stood at $52,783,832.50; the surplus 
and reserves were $7,650,526.23. Un- 
divided profits amounted to $5,262. 
239.00. While the monthly net earn- 
ings of the banks are substantially in 
excess of $700,000.00. 

This showing has been made during 
about eight years of actual operation 
after paying $13,209,071.10 to stock- 
holders in dividends, carrying $1,323. 
953.38 to suspense account, and charg- 
ing off $5,037,769.23 for real estate ac- 
quired on foreclosures. 

Impressive as the above figures may 
seem, they are based upon the most 
conservative accounting practice. 
Every piece of land acquired through 
foreclosure is charged off in_ toto 
although the history of the Federal 
Land Bank System shows that on the 
average the lands acquired may be 
disposed of for enough to protect 
against any ultimate losses from this 
source. 

In the same conservative spirit, 
every installment payment over 90 
days past due is charged off until 
collected. In the meantime, such 
items do not appear as admitted 
assets. 

The operating income from the 
banks is derived chiefly, from the 
“spread” between the rate paid: on 
the Federal Land Bank Bonds and 
the rate charged upon the first mort- 
gage loans. The law permits a spread 
of 1 per cent, and in practice this has 
been found ample to pay all operating 
expenses, write off any losses, build 
up strong reserves and pay satisfac- 
tory dividends to the stockholders. 

Although the Federal Land Banks 
have grown to such size and strength 
that they must be taken account of in 
any survey of our banking system, 
they do not compete to any appreci- 
able extent with the old-established 
banks. Their loans are made for very 
long periods, ranging from twenty to 
thirty-five years. Such loans are 
peculiarly adapted to the requirements 
of farmers, because the semi-annual 
payments of interest and _ principal 
can be met from current farm earn- 
ings. 


Neither nor savings 


commercial 
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banks are in a position to make loans 
of this character. On the other hand, 
commercial banks carrying short-time 
agricultural paper find the Federal 
Land Bank System a great stabilizer. 
Farmers who have placed their major 
financing upon a sound basis are much 
better risks for short-time loans.

VIRGINIA BANKER ADDRESSES 
DAIRYMEN 
Oliver J. Sands, president of the 


American National Bank of Richmond, 
Va., delivered a very sensible address 
before the Farmer’s Milk Producer’s 
Association at Richmond, Virginia, on 
November 14. The following extract 
from Mr. Sands’ address is of special 
significance. 

“It is just as necessary for you as 
a manufacturer of maximum amount 
of product per day as it is for a manu- 
facturer of cotton cloth to have a 
modern, up-to-date machine upon 
which to weave that cloth. Manufac- 
turers will throw in a scrap pile any 
machine which will not produce the 
maximum, for the reason that a poor 
machine limits the out-put and there- 
by increases the cost of production 
and any manufacturer using a poor 
machine will not be able to compete 


with those using modern efficient 
machines. 
“In your factory the cow is the 


machine and unless a cow is produc- 
ing three hundred pounds of butter 
fat per year she is of doubtful value 
and should be discarded and an effi: 
cient one put in her place. I am in- 
formed that at least one in every ten 
cows in this section is unprofitable 
and therefore the cost of production is 
increased per gallon and a producer 
who is operating with such machinery 
cannot succeed. Of course, the 
farmer can get along some kind of 
way by working his head off and that 
of his family but no intelligent man is 
willing to do that any longer and what 
we want are successful, prosperous 
people and I am thoroughly convinced 
that the farmer’s problem can be 
solved to the satisfaction of himself 
whenever he makes up his mind to 
do it. 

“There has been enough legislation 
in his favor. more than any other class 
of business has had, but if farmers are 
still so far behind in matters of self 
protection and business judgment that 
they will not work together, as other 
business men do, for their mutual ad- 
vantages; there is nothing for us to 


do but to wait a few generations 
longer until education and experience 
will have brought them to _ their 
senses.”
